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The Political Situation. 


.Two weeks ago the Demociutic Stale 


Central Committee mot nncl called a State 
Convention to assemble in this city on 
the 29th of June; n week Inter the Dolly 
Vardens issued their roll (or a State Con- 
vention, to be held in Sacramento on the 
22d of Jnne; and the Republican State 
Central Committee has not yet taken nny 
action. The day for tlip meeting will 
donbtlcSb be either tbo loth of -June ov 
the 6th of July; and the Litter is objec- 
tionable on account of iis coming so late, 
and being the day after the aili of July, 
which will be a holiday, as the 1th falls 
on Snncay. It lias been customary to 
open the State Convention on Tuesday, 
so as to allow persons fiom leraotc parts 
of the State to get home betorc the end of 
the west. There are se\oral considera- 
tions in favor of the middle of June, 
which will allow of two months and a 
hall lor the holding of County Convsn- 
tions, and the mnnngemect of the local 
canvasses. 
The election wil! occur on 


the 1st day of September, and it is to be 
for a i ery large nnmbcr of oflicers, iu- 
clnding Congressmen, a full State ticket, 
members of the Legislature and county 
officers, and we may say, District and 
County Judges, for most of their offices 
b»come vacant this year, and the res.uh 
at the Judicial Election will be detei- 
mined by the contest in September. 


But the matter of time to conduct the 


campaign is of minor importance; the 
uiain benefit of holding .1 prior Conven- 
tion is to get Tip a ticket which .shall par- 
alyze the Dolly Varclens—not a very dif-1 
ficnlt task, we imagine. Their only hope ' 
of success is based 011 the anticipation of j 
XTOSB blunders to be committed by the 
Kepnblican Convention; but if they per- 
sist in running a ticket thej may give 
the State to the Democrats—a contin- 
gency which they contemplate with sat- 
isfa"tiou. 
The near approach of the , 


Presidential election, liov.'ever, and the ' 
admissions that Dolly Y.mknismis local ' 
and temporary, and nill not take part in \ 
the gier.t struggle of 1S7C, place them at 
n great disadvantage. 
If the Eepub- 


lioau State Convention shall be held 
first, add shall offer to the State a ticket 
selected with prudence slid btrick re- 
gaid to the public interest, and B plat- 
form that means substantial reform and 
not erupfcy promise, we believe the Dolly 
Vartleus will either gi\e tip the itUa of 
nominating a State ticket or will rind 
themselves on election day without 
voters enough to affect th e result. The 
feeling which secured the election of 
their legislative delegation in this city 
two years ago ba^ disappeaitd. 


In reference to the nominees we have 


no names to nrgt, but we call attention 
a second time to the necessity of choos- 
ing men of higa reputation for integrity 
and firmness of character, nncl accepts- i 
ble to all tkoso Mho desire the success of i 
the Keputlicau forty in the next Presi- 
dential campaign. Such men are to be 
found; bat the search should be made in 
the interest of the State, find not of a 
BiaaU faction. 


Serious attention should be given to 


the platform, for sncli declarations, al- 
though often unmeaning and insincere, 
when well drawn may have much efl'ect 
on public opinion. The pi-eat question 
relates to the checks \\uon extravagance 
ftnd corruption from which the Republi- 
can party is not. any more than the [ 
others, free; and any mere general j 
promises of economy and honesty like | 
those made by the 
Dolly Varden 


State Central Committee, aio hypo-1 
critical and ridiculous. What can the 
Bepnblicans say beyond generalities':'' 
That question should be carefully con-! 
sidered. Should they promise to classify 
the counties according to size and wealth, 
with uniform pay for looal officers in 
each class, and a senernl substitution of 
salaries for fees? Is it advisable to 
change anv Constitutional piovisions so 
as to weaken the influence of partisan i 
organizations orer public officials, by 
lengthening the terms and providing 
that incumbents may be dismissed for 
incompetency or malfeasance by local 
boards, so constituted that r.o one partj 
can control their action? Is it desirable 
to pledge the party to a Constitutional 
amendment restricting the powers of 
local and special legislation? These are 
a few points which" should not be over- 
looked. 
The country wants explicit 


promises of 
definite practical 
and 


valuable 
reforms, 
promises 
which 


cannot be evaded under any pre- 
tense of a double meaning, and can- 
not be violated without the permanent 
disgrace of the offenders. In just so far 
as any platform fails to make such 
promises, in so far it will be unsatisfac- 
tory. The people are disgusted with the 
abuses in the Government: they have 
intelligence enough to see that no party 
is or can, nnder the present system, be 
free from them, and that the only hope 
for improvement is in some change in 
the political system. They will rot ac- 
cept a new plan merely because it is 
new; they will criticise proposed re- 
forms severely, and may also support 
zealously. A good Eepnblican platform 
will be beneficial, even if the party 
should be defeated, for it would compel 
the other parties to take hold of reform 
iu earnest and give a better security for 
official competency and integrity than 
thei plan of trusting to the label of Dem- 
ocrat, Dolly Varden or llepublican, ac- 
cording as one party or the other may 
be in power.—Alta California.
